It  is  often  said  that  you  don't  really  appreciate  what  You  have  unt 
it's  gone.  This  most  certainly  applies  as  far  as  we,  this  graduating 
class,  and  this  great  school,  S  .  C .  I .  T .  S  .  are  concerned.  When  I 
speak  of  Scits,  I'm  not  referring  to  just  a  building,  or  a  name,  be- 
cause an  empty  building  has  no  meaning  to  anyone.  When  I  say 
S.C.I.  &  T.S.,  I  mean  the  entire  little  world,  or  microsphere,  as 
Mr.  Shaver  would  say,  containing  all  the  people  -  teachers,  students, 
coaches,  advisors,  and  administrators  with  whom  we  have  shared  so 
many  friendships  and  associations  during  these  last  four  or  five  years. 
Having  gone  on  to  college  or  university,  or  started  work,  I  know  that 
I  am  speaking  for  all  of  us  when  I  say  that  it  is  exactly  this  -  the  close 
personal  relationships  which  we  have  here  so  much,  that  we  now  mi 
the  most.  Now  we  must  re ly  on  our  memories  to  allow  us  to  savour 
these  relationships  and  experiences  once  again. 

Let  us  try  to  remember  that  day,  'way  back  in  grade  nine  when  we 
first  came  to  Scits,  as  we  ventured  out  from  beneath  the  protective 
wings  of  our  primary  schools.  We  all  arrived  at  least  twenty  minutes 
early  and  ended  up  standing  around  in  nervous  little  knots  waiting 
for  the  bell  to  ring  and  trying  to  look  inconspicuous.  Actually,  we 
stood  out  like  sore  thumbs  -  the  baby- faced  boys  sporting  fresh  hair- 
cuts and  sharply  creased,  skinny- legged  pants,  while  the  girls  showed 
off  their  new  dresses,  meticulously  applied  make-up,  and  fancy  new 
hair-dos.  How  sweet  and  innocent  we  were !  Almost  from  that  first 
day,  we  exposed  to  a  new  and  exciting  phenomenon  known  as  foot- 
ball. The  pep  rallies,  assemblies,  and  parades  a  11  fascinated  us.  Get- 
ting out  of  school  on  Friday  afternoons  to  cheer  those  mighty  Bombers 
on  to  victory  at  Perry  Park  was  a  tremendous  aid  in  helping  us  to 
identify  with  our  new  school. 

In  that  beginning  year,  as  you  m ay  recall,  our  Scits  Blue  Bombers 
marched  right  to  the  finals,  but  conceded  an  agonizing  defeat  to 
Central  in  the  championship  game  in  spite  of  having  given  their 
very  best.  Little  were  we  to  know  that  this  practice  was  to  become  a 
tradition  at  S.C.I.  ,  and  I  see  that  just  this  past  season,  the  Bombers 
w e re  within  inches  of  the  championship,  and  were  denied  it  once 
again  -  but  by  St.  Pat's?  How  things  can  change  in  just  one  year! 

As  time  went  on,  S.C.I,  became  more  familiar  -  remember:  the 
Pillsbury  Doughboy?  -  Mr.  Sprengcr  and  his  mob  ins?  -  Mr.  Corns 
doing  his  best  to  make  a  pastime  of  girlwatching  in  tech  alley?  - 
Those  early  music  classes  when  all  we  wanted  to  do  was  play  our 
instruments  as  loud  as  we  could?
